Remarkable progress of the plans 
for the celebration, this spring, of 
the semicentennial of’ the George 
Washington University Law -School 
was made last Friday at the University 
Club at a meeting of the cpmmittee > 
of fifty, composed of mehibers of the 
Colgmbian-George Washington Law- 
School Association representing grad- 
uating classes from 1866 to 1915 in- 
clusive. 

The meeting was called to order and 
presided over by William Bruce King, 
class of 1880, president of the Asso- 
ciation. Mr. King explained that the 
executive committee had drafted 
plans to celebrate the law school's 
fiftieth anniversary by’- a reunion of 
graduates, -to culminate in two big 
meetings, the' first afi informal meet- 
ing and smoker 'giveii' by the Law- 
School 'Association !o all alumni on 
April 150, and the second a dinner of 
alumni, faculty and students at 
Rausoher's on May 1. At this dinner 
there will be speakers of national 
prominence.

b« -ipin, l was as ardently enthusiastic 1 
as any of the student body. How- 
ever, the impossibility of having 
athletics supported by a student body, 
the overwhelming majority of which 
attends clases in the evening and are 
busy earning their "daily” during the 
day is in the end convincing. Con- 
sidering the many different things, 
which occupy such a students time, 
it is obviously impossible for him to 
devote any attention whatsoever to 
athletics. These remarks are not In- 
tended in any way to indicate the 
writer’s belief that athletics should 
be abandoned: on the contrary, 1 

would strongly advocate their con- 
tinuance were some feasible plan 
evolved. However, Buch a continuance 
could only be effected through the 
support of the student body which at- 
tends the evening classes. Of course, 
•If such survival of athletics can be 
secured without the support of this 
portion of the student body, this let- 
ter is not applicable. 

Coming, then, to the tax proposi- 
’ tion. A consideration of individual 
rights would seem to establish un- 
questionably the decision of whether 

* or not a student wishes to support 
’ athletics to that particular student, 

1 and that such decision, if adverse 

to the continuance of athletics may

INTER FRATERNITY TENNIS 
LEAGUE PROPOSED. 

.The recent suggestion on the part 
of one of the fraternities in college to 
attempt to establish a baseball league 
composed of teams from the different 
fraternities, does not seem at all fea- 
sible or even possible.
